8. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ooyama (6,634,977). 

Ooyama shows the claimed invention where an infinitely variable transmission 
has plural toric cavities (61a, 61b); each cavity containing three vatiators (66) which 
move in response to hydraulic pressure; the infinitely variable transmission drives a 
gear (25) which drives a stage transmission having a high power path through the stage 
transmission and a low power path through the stage transmission depending on which 
clutch (C1 , C2) is engaged providing approximately twice the range of the infinitely 
variable transmission; each of the hydraulic components are controlled by conventional 
spool valve technology which is well know in the art; the actuation of the clutches are 
done so that the changeover occurs at the same CVT ratio.
